KARDING'S ADDRESS 


D 


OUBTLESS many persons are very much 
disappointed that President Harding'* 


inaugural address did not contain an outline 
of his policies, but he probably had good rea- 
sons for his failure to disclose to the public at 
this time certain plans that he may have in 
mind. 


While inviting, iu a most emphatic manner, 


cooperation, the new ' President ^points out 
many things concerning the chaotic conditions 
in America and offers suggestions as to what 
should be done about it 
Emphasizing 
the 


negative rather than the positive aspects of the 
administration now begun, in its attitude to- 
'ard national and world problems, the address 
is unusual. 
i 
It IB noted that the only positive declaration 


is in favor of a new tariff bill, designed to In- 
sure greater protection to the industries and 
workers of this country. The President's em- 
phasis on this point wiH quite likely snock econ- 
omists in all parties, -v, ho sec no chance of con- 
tinuing as a creditor nation while building up 
a tariff wall, but they will not be surprised over 
his pronouncement, m view of his past record 
and environment. 


In one sentence President Harding declares 


against involvment in European political en- 
tanglements, while in another he emphasizes 
the fact that we cannot adopt a policy of Iso- 
lation- One of these statements cancels the 
other, but he lays more stress on the first than 
on the second. 


The inaugural address was a finely phraesd 


presenftne'nt of glittering generalities, contain- 
ing nothing of a binding character and which 
might be subject to a difference of interpreta- 
tion should occasion demand. The only posi- 
tive statement concerning foreign affairs is a 
rcTusal to join a military alliance. Nothing in 
the address would prevent Secretary of State 
Hughes from making any foreign arrange- 
ments he desiroH, save and except embracing 
the League of Nations and the famous Article 
10. The President's state of mind, as indi- 
cated in his address, leans toward reservation 
rather than to an irreconcilable state. 


While his campaign speeches evidenced n</ 


road understanding of international affairs, 
his address of Friday shows an improvement 
along that line. It may be, however, that he 
intends to reserve positive statements in the 
outline- of policies, to be presented before con- 
gress- He should not be accused of being a 
man without a purpose because he hasn't laid 
all his cartis on the table. There is no ques- 
tion but that President Harding earnestly ae- 


's to serve his country to the best of his 


abihtv and that he realizes the bigness of tho 
job that confronts bun.
